As heis gile with an outſide of See- 
ming purity,or as he offercth himſelte ro 
you to bee taken downe in a cup or taſte 
of Golden zeale and Simplicitie, you may 
call him Phyſicke. Nay , and neuer let

If hee bee a Cleargy Hypocrite, then all 
manner of vice 1s for the moſt part ſo 
proper to him, as hee will grudge any 
man the practice of it but himſelte, like 
that graue Burgc(ſe, who being defired 
to lend his cloathes to repreſcnt a part 
in a Comedic, anſwered : No, by bs 
leane, hee would hate no body play the foole 
in hs cloathes but himſelfe, Hence are 
his ſo auſtere reprchenſions of drinking

hating the prophane mixture of malt and
